As the allies peace delegates des­ 
cended the terrace at the conclusion 
of the cermony guns bombed and 
thousands of jets of w*ater squirted 
from fountains in the park.

MAKE GOOD LUNCHEON DISHES. 


I he use of 
more potatoes fo r 
luncheon should be a simple m atter, 
in the opinion o f specialists of the 
Departm ent 
of 
Agriculture, 
since 
practically all Americans like p o ta ­ 
toes and since there are numerous 
ways in which the tubers m ay be p re ­ 
pared to avoid a samehess in the diet. 
Potatoes, even in their simplest form s 
— baked 
and 
boiled— make 
good 
luncheon dishes. 
They may also be 
used for making a variety of dishes, 
such as creamed and escalloped p o ta ­ 
toes, w'ith or without cheese; stuffed 
potatoes; potato croquettes, and so 
on, Combination dishes, such as hash, 
stews, meat pies with potato crust, 
and so on, in which a considerable 
amount of potatoes is used with other 
foods, m ay constitute practically an 
entire luncheon, being hearty enough 
to serve for the purpose with a little 
salad or fruit or sweets. 
.The following recipes for potato 
dishes are a few of the many which 
the housewife will find useful in p re ­ 
paring "iipi>er or luncheon: 


PANNED POTATOES. 


Cut cold boiled j*>tatoes into q u a r­ 
ter-inch slices; dredge lightly with 
flour and 
fry in 
pan with 
a little 
butter. 
When light brown, heap on 
side of p an ; let stand a few minute*, 
then loosen with a knife and turn 
out on a platter in much the sam e 
way that 
an omelet 
is taken 
out. 
Sprinkle with "alt and serve at once. 


POTATO AND PORK STEW. 


3 or 4 slices salt pork cut in sm all 
pieces. 
4 
medium-sized 
potatoes. 
1 onion. 
l > 
cup water* 
% tea- 
"pooikful salt. 
3 4 teaspoonful p ep ­ 
per. 
Fry the pork in a deep frying pan 
until it i" light brown; then to the 
pork and fat add the i*>tatoes cut in 
one-half-inch slices, and thinly ‘s li­ 
ced onion and seasonings. 
Add the 
w ater, cover closely and cook until 
the potatoes and onions are soft* 
The mixture should be stirred oc­ 
casionally in order that the pork and 
vegetables may be thoroughly mixed. 
The “stew ’’ a s it was called in old 
time— for it i> an old-fashioned dish 
— should be moi"t hut not thin. 


SCALLOPED 
POTATOES. 


Wa>h and pare potatoes; let them 
soak for a half bour, and cut in one- 
fourth-inch slices. 
B utter a baking 
dish, put in a layer of the sliced p o ­ 
ta to e s , sprinkle with salt and pepper, 
dredge with flour, and dot over wit It 
one-half tablespoon of butter. 
(A 
little grated chee-e may be sprinkled 
over each layer A desired.) 
R epeat 
until the baking dish is nearly filled, 
then cover with hot milk. 
Bake one 
and one-fourth hours in a m oderate 
oven, or place on the back of tho 
stove and cook slowly. 


POTATO SALAD. 


Cut cold boiled potatoes into half- 
inch cubes and season with salt and 
pepper, o r a few drops of onion juice 
if desired. 
H eap in a mound in a 
salad di"h and poor over all a cooked 
salad dressing; and, if one wishes, 
garnish around edge with a circle of 
lettuce and hard cooked egg". 
For variety add to 2 cupfuls of 
potato one-half cupful of diced cold 
boiled beet and 2 tablespoons chop­ 
ped parsley or cheese; carrots and 
a little chopped celery leaf may be 
used if preferred. 
M any cooked or canned left-over 
vegetables may be attractively used 
for salads. 
Diced turnip" and c a r ­ 
ro ts are often used in ]*)tato salad* 
Left-over 
beans, 
peas, 
etc., 
with 
finely diced potato, may be used to 
fill tomato cups and served with any 
preferred dressing.

year.

This product is designed for the 
middle West trade, which has here­ 
tofore been regarded as impossible to 
supply with clams in the shell. 
Before being put into cans the shell­ 
fish are thoroughly cooked by what 
Is known as the steam ing process. 
They are then placed in cans suffi­ 
ciently large to carry three plates of 
the size usually used at M aine shore 
dinner resorts, where steam ed clams 
are considered the greatest delicacy. 
The cans are closed in the sam e m an­ 
ner that any canned goods are sealed. 
To obtain best results it has been 
found that the contents of a can should 
be thoroughly heated by being placed 
for several m inutes in a dish of boil­ 
ing w ater before opening.
